Voting on these candidates took 
place through District 71 yester¬ 
day, Wednesday. It is expected that 
Returning Officer Harold Hough¬ 
ton will announce final results 
sometime today after having se¬ 
cured the ballot boxes from the 
outlying sections of the district. 

Candidates Coupland and Hol¬ 
lingshead have been members of 
the provisional board and have 
helped guide the progress of the 
hospital plans along to the pres¬ 
ent stage. They are being support¬ 
ed by the business men of District 
No. 71. 

John (“Jock”) Dugdale is well 
known among the mining men of 
the Pass as secretary of the Belle¬ 
vue miners’ union. 

John Jasinsky, of east Coleman, 
is probably the least known among 
the four candidates as it is his 
first attempt to gain public office. 
He has the support of the Cole¬ 
man miners’ union. 

As Coleman, Blairmore and 
Frank gave their candidates ac¬ 
clamation to office, all ratepayers 
residing within /the incorporated 
areas of these three towns did not 
have a vote in the election held 
yesterday.

Probably the first card to come 
from Paris to Coleman since the 
liberation of France was received 
last Thursday morning by Jules 
Ancelot from his brother and sis¬ 
ter-in-law, of Paris, France. 

They voice their happiness in be¬ 
ing able to once again correspond 
freely, and touch on the hardship, 
morally and physically, under the 
Germans frcmv_ 1939 to 1944. 

Mr. AncelW received the glad 
news that his mother was still well, 
despite the heavy bombing of Paris 
last April. A brother had been a 
member of the French resistance 
group during the Nazi occupation. 

This brother was a member of a 
submarine crew during the period 
France fought alongside England. 
When he heard of France’s capitu¬ 
lation, he and other members of the 
crew went over to Southampton, 
England. He later returned to 
France to fight with • the French 
underground, which did so much in 
the cause of French freedom.

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Sgt. Geo. Kroesing 
Killed In German 
Prison Camp 

Suffered Crushed Chest and 

Lacerated Lung; Details of 

Accident Unknown; Had Been 

a Paratrooper on D Day. 

The sad news that their son, Ser¬ 
geant George Kroesing, a prisoner 
of war in Germany, had been killed 
as the result of an accident, was 
received by Mr. and Mrs. Ernest 
Kroesing on Friday morning. 

The wire from the Director of 
Records read: 

“Information has been received 
through International Committee of 
the Red Cross, Geneva, Switzer¬ 
land, that Sergeant George Kroes¬ 
ing died- as a result of an accident 
described as crushed chest and lac¬ 
erated lung while a prisoner of 
war. Details of accident unknown. 
Further information will be for¬ 
warded when it becomes available.” 

George enlisted with the Calgary 
Highlanders on Sept. 13, 1939. He 
went overseas in August, 1940, 
where he was transferred to the 
paratroopers. During the darkness 
of D Day he was one of the Cana¬ 
dians to drop from the sky onto 
French soil prior to the infantry 
coming ashore on the beaches of 
Normandy. 

On July 7, 1944, his parents re¬ 
ceived a wire stating he was miss¬ 
ing in action. In August a second 
wire was received revealing that 
he was a German prisoner of war. 
Just what has happened in the 
prisoner-of-war camp at which he 
was kept is anyone’s guess. 

He was bom at Pincher Creek on 
Sept. 23, 1918, and when two years 
of age came to Coleman with his 
parents, where he had resided up 
to the time of his enlistment. 

A brother Jim is now in the front 
lines in either Belgium or Holland 
awriie Kas a sisrfor in the RCAF 
WD in eastern Canada. 

On Wednesday morning a letter 
was received from Ottawa inform¬ 
ing the parents that George had 
been fatally injured on Tuesday,

Can¬ 
ada now has probaby more war 
fliers per capita than any other 
country and has supplied about 25 
per cent, of the Royal Air Force 
strength. 

For the immediate future, Mr.! 
Gordon announced the Dominion 
Government was “not in a position 
to discuss ^any future arrangements J 
that might be contemplated for the 
future activities of he flying clubs I 
in association with the Department j 
of National Defence for Air.” 

The association, however, endorsed 
air cadet squadrons and promised a 1 
flying instruction rate for cadets as 
near cost as possible.

A revival of interest in the develop¬

the years to come, if nothing is done;

But it is clear that there are other J 
possibilities before the Hudson Bay! 
port. And Newfoundland for one is J 
interested in them. 

Newfoundland is, of course, a great j 
exporter of fish, but It must import 
many other essential foods. Wheat 
and flour—the prairie primary pro¬ 
ducts—are a natural quid pro quo for 
fresh, cured pr salted fish. In addi¬ 
tion, Newfoundland might be glad to 
take such dairy products as milk and 
eggs which are looming larger in 
the prairie farming scheme. 

While perhaps many Newfound¬ 
landers have not been brought to 
Canada by the war, many prairie lads 
have found themselves in Newfound¬ 
land. They will have been alive to 
such possible developments as might 
have been discussed in such places 
as St. John’s and Corner Brook where 
ships could set out for Port Churchill. 

At least there should be no such 
hampering of the Hudson Bay sea 
route on the part of privileged inter¬ 
ests as went on in years before the 
war. It would also be the part of 
wisdom to keep in good use and re¬ 
pair all avenues of communication in

Interesting Figures 

Commonwealth Air Training Plan 
Was A Gigantic Undertaking 

The Commonwealth Air Training 
Plan has to date graduated 122,000 
aircrew, employing about 15 000 air¬ 
craft, Deputy Minister of Air H. F. 
Gordon told the Men’s Canadian Club 
at Fort William. 

Under the plan, he said, mere than 
8,000 buildings'were erected, calling 
for thte use of 700 million feet of 
lumber. 

Giving figures on the magnitude of 
the plan, Gordon also said that 42,- 
000 miles of laidline communications 
(open wire and cable) were laid 
down, sleeping accommodation was 
provided for 183,791 men and 21.276 
women, or a total of 205,067 and 172 
aerodromes or landing strips were 
put into operation, which intruding 
taxi strips, parking areas and hangar 
aprons, is equivalent to a road 20 feet 
wide extending 3,855 miles—about 
the distance from Vancouver to St. 
Johns, Newfoundland. 

In addition, the deputy air minister 
said, it was necessary to provide 
petroleum storage facilities for about | 
26,000 000 gallons. 

“Our primary responsibility of op-1 
erating a great training plan is draw¬ 
ing to a close, but there remains an 
equally great responsibility for oper¬ 
ating a fighting air force,” Gordon 
said. “This we propose to do and to 
continue until victory is won.” 

Bound To Succeed 

Young New Brunswick Student Won 
Scholarship The Hard Way 

From the University of New Bruns¬ 
wick comes the story of a college 
freshman whose desire for an educa¬ 
tion has to date, surmounted innum¬ 
erable obstacles. 

Reid Scott, cf Gloucester county, 
this Fall entered U.N.B. as the 
Beaverbrook scholarship winner for 
the northern part of the province. 
The 18-year-o!d lad's home is cn a 
farm 10 miles from Bathurst, where 
his father carries on salmon fishing 
in addition to farming. One of six 
children, Reid covered grades I to 
VIII in a rural school one mile from 
his home. 

Since it was impossible for him 
to go to the Bathurst High School, 
he enrolled in the New Brunswick 
Corresponding School. For four 
years he helped his father'with fish¬ 
ing and farming and, at the same 
time completed the work of grades 
IX, X and XI. Last July he wrote 
matriculation examination 
Bathurst, passing with first division 
marks and winning the Beaverbrcok 
scholarship for Northern New Bruns¬ 
wick, a scholarship which will cover 
the entire cost of his four-year course 
electrical engineering.- Charlotte¬ 
town Guardian.

Churchill’s Letter To Dictator Of 
Spain Was Quite Clear 

Churchill’s Jan. 18 remark that 
Britain did not need Spain “because 
we have no business which requires 
the support of such powers,” was fol¬ 
lowed up by a personal letter to 
Franco. In the letter Churchill 
dismissed the suggestion that Spain 
should be allowed to participate in a 
bloc cf Western European ppwers and 
said that nothing would be more 
disastrous to the peace of Europe 
than setting up of blocs hostile to 
influence. “What is more,” 
Churchill wrote, “we in Britain have 
not forgotten Your Excellency': 
statements that the victory of our 
enemies is not only inevitable but 
highly desirable.”- Newsweek.

Fish Oils 


Have Been One Of Canada's Major 
Contributions To The War Effort 

Fish liver oils, rich in vitamins A 
and D, have been one of Canada’s 
major contributions since the begin¬ 
ning of the war. When Denmark was 
invaded, Britian’s normal butter sup¬ 
ply was cut off, and had to be re¬ 
placed with vitamin-fortified marg¬ 
arine. In addition, the fact that cod 
liver oil could no longer be imported 
from Norway,'which Germany seized 
soon after Denmark, put a premium 
! on Canadian vitamin oils. 

; This led to redoubled research, and 
’aluable livers were discovered 
( among fish that only a few years be¬ 
fore were considered not worth sav¬ 
ing. The dogfish, a small shark that 
literally infests the waters off the 
Pacific coast, damaging gear and de¬ 
vouring good fish, was found to be 
•very rich in vitamin A. Dogfish 
livers are now handled with care, and 
jturned^ver to the medicinal oil fac-

Food Production 

There Is Little Danger Of Producing 
Too Much Food 

K. W. Taylor, foods administration 
co-ordinator for the Prices Board, 
said the world’s physiological and nu¬ 
tritional needs for good food are 
“enormously greater” than the 
world’s total present production, and 
added that given decent international 
economic arrangements, there can be 
little danger of producing too much 
food.” 

In an address prepared for delivery 
to the Saskatchewan Dairy Associa¬ 
tion at Regina, Mr. Taylor said that 
even in Canada, one of the best-fed 
countries of the world, there was 
ample evidence that large sections 
of the population often fall far short 
of attaining a fully satisfactory food 
intake. 

“What is needed are both short 
and long-range programs, on both 
national and international scales, 
which have as their goals a con¬ 
stantly increasing efficiency in the 
production, processing, transporta¬ 
tion and merchandising of food . . .”
